"Hamlet 


Complex", the obsession that it is his personal duty 


to reform the world, according to Dr. James E. Lough,' 
professor of psychology at New York University. 
In. 


his analysis of the Klan's mass psychology Dr. Lough 
makes many interesting deductions, some uf which are! 
interesting to the student of this amazing movement 
as the following quotations from his article testify: 
; 


"The true explanation of the Ku Klux Klan is to be; 


found in certain general traits of human nature". Dr.! 
Lough said. "We all possess these traits, but they are, 
not present in every one to the same degree. 
Moreover.' 


we have established very different outlets or modes of] 
expressing our tendencies. Otherwise, of course, all o f j 
us would be Klansmen or else there would be no Klan.' 


"Chief among the tendencies just referred to is what! 


is sometimes called the 'Hamlet Complex/ Hamlet was 
convinced that the burden of setting the world straight) 
rested on his shoulders. 
The time is out of joint. 
Oh I , 


cursed spite, that ever I was born to set it right: All! 
of us are subject to this 'Hamlet Complex,' but most of 
us have abandoned the attempt to set the whole world 
right and have concentrated on some pet aversion. 


"The second general principle of human nature 


that must be considered is a universal demand for excite-, 
ment. In cities this trait finds its outlet in countless 
ways— daily papers, theatres, movies, baseball, even sub-, 
way crowds. 
In rural districts and in small 
towns 


natural outlets for this trait are few and far between.' 
The rural community is. therefore, predisposed to seize 
on and to magnify every occasion that promises to pro- 
vitie even a slight degree of excitement. 
It is signifi- i 


cant, therefore, that the activities of the Ku Klux are 
confined largely to country districts. 


"The third factor is found in the reaction of all 


men to anything that is mysterious and exclusive. 
We 


want to know! We want to belong! 


"The fourth human trait that must be considered 


is the fact that in each of us there goes on a constant 
struggle between impulses urging to action and inhibi-' 
tions or conservative tendencies which restrain 
from 


action. The conduct of a man in any situation will 
depend to a large extent on the relative weight of his 
impulses and his conservative tendencies at the time 
he decides on his plan of action. 


"Youth is impulsive; old age is conservative. 
The 


Ku Klux Klan is ultra-impulsive. Imagination, preju- 
dice and hatred supplant judgment and reason. 
Im- 


patient at the law's delay, scandalized by the immunity 
enjoyed by many prominent law breakers, unable to ob- 
tain the enactment or enforcement of laws against acts 
firmly believed to be injurious to the welfare of the State. 
the Ku Klux Klan impulsively proceed? to set up a super- 
state. 


'"What suggestions can psychology offer in the mat- 


ter of dealing with the Klan',' 


"First the public must accept the proposition that 


the Ku Klux Klan is serious and conscientious in under- 
taking if- uphold the Constitution of the United States, 
and lo work for a better America.' 
This in spile of 


grotesque costumes, mistaken conception? of law and 
order, and outrages committed against innocent or guilty 
citizen.-;. 


"Second, ar.y aiterr.pt to suppre.-r- the Klan by vio- 


lence or by ridi! ule will be worse than wasted. 
It is 


easier to rtiorrr. the crusadei than t < > r-furm the martyr. 


"Ti.ira, the Klan must tome into the open and must 


operate under t;.e l&v.-s of tl.e lar.u. ;»nd not a super- 
state.
